pY WHICH THE TERMINAL SECURES 
THE GEORGIA CENTRAL. 


JOHN INMAN’S GREAT ENGINEERING 


Which Makes Atlanta the Center of One 
of the Biggest System of the Country 
—The Inman Brothers. 


The purchase by Mr. John Inman, as presi- 
dent of the Richmond Terminal company, of 
gwelve million dollars of Georgia Céntral 
gecurities on yesterday, which gives him con- 
trol of that vast system, is the most iznportant 
trade in railroads made in the south in twenty 
years. 

It puts Mr. John Inman in direct control of 
the Richmond and Danville system, the East 
Tennessee system, and the Georgia Central 
system, covering eight thousand miles of rail- 
way, andtwelve of the finest steamers that 
float the ocean. Besides this, he is a leading 
director in the Louisville and Nashville road, 
in the close confidence of its president. This 
makes hima leader in the management of 
twelve thousand miles of railroad, andan im- 
snense lineof ocean steamers. This means 
the control of every road that enters the state 
ef Georgia. It means direct rail lines from 
Yaltimore to New Orleans, and from Savan- 
xah to St. Louis—puts Mr. Inman easily by 
the side of Gould and Vanderbilt as a railroad 
ynagnate, and without equal elsewhere. 

The history of the Inman brothers is one to 
to be commended. 

The three of them served in the confederate 
army, and left its ranks without capital or re- 
eources. At their wrecked and desolated 
homes they bade cach other goodbye, and 
started out each to make his way in the world. 
John Inman went to New York, with less than 
one hundred dollars and his confederate uni- 
form. He wentinto business a friendless boy, 
competing with the best commercial men of the 
world. He has acquired a fortune estimated 
at from eight to ten million dollars, is the 
Jargest factor in the cotton trade of America, 
a leading influence in the best financial cir- 
cles, the broadest developer of southern min- 
eral interests, his investments reaching from 
Virginia to Alabama,and as we have seen,with 
but two exceptions, the most important 1ail- 
road president in the country. Of the second 
brother, Samuel Inman, it is unnecessary to 
write. Heis recognized as an ideal citizen, 
beloved and respected by every man, woman 
and child who knows him. He settled in Au- 
gusta, bu tsoon came to Atlanta, where he has 
amassed a fortune that has been limited only 
by his constant generosity and benevolence, but 
that cannot be far short of a million dollars. The 
younger brother, Mr. Hugh Inman, settled in 
Atlanta and has built up a fortune that makes 
him beyond question the richest man in Geor- 
gia, maintaining all the while the respect and 
esteem of the people, and meeting in the 
fullest degree his duties and obligations as a 
Christian citizen. The younger branch of the 
family is sustained by large fortumes in the 
‘ands of Messrs. Walker P. Inman and the 
tate W. Hi. Inman, who in dying left an estate 
worth three or four milliondollars. Mr. James 
Swann, himself an East Tennesseean, and a 
tife t#me associate of the Inmans, and a mem- 
ber of the firm of Inmap, Swann & Co.,is also 
easily a millionaire and is a strong and capa- 
ble member of the family alliance. He 
president of the Atlanta National bank, has 
Targe interests in the south, and shares with 
his associates the esteem and confidence of the 
public. Heand Messrs. Ilugh and Sam In- 
“nan are closely connected with President In- 
man ia his railroad enterprises, and are direc- 
tors of the various systems of 
which he is the head. Working 
in such alliance, yearly strengthening their in- 
dividual fortunes, by energy and wise invest-

‘ment, this family is one of the most impor- 


tant in the business affairs of-this continent, 
and is destined to wield an immense influence 
4p the industrial development of the next de- 
cade. In this last coup Mr. John Inman has 
had the unwavering support of Messrs. Pat 
and John Calhoun, the first of whom organ- 
ized the brilliant campaign in Central stock 


that resulted in putting General Alexander at 


the head of the system, and his friends in 
control. Mr. Inman has greatly strenghtened 
his position by alliance with this gentleman, 
who is one of the ablest and most courageous 
of the young southerners who have come to 
the front since the war. 

It isan open secret that President Inman 
has been working patiently and wisely to the 
end that was reached onm’yesterday. When he 
went into the Richmond and Danville directo- 
ry, through his personal relations with Mr. 
Clyde, he grasped the tremendous possibilities 
of southern railroad and industrial develop- 
ment, and after studying the situation he de- 
termined tointerest himself actively in the 
‘then disconnected enterprises, and unify them 
into a grand system. Every step he has since 
takon was inthis direction. One system after 
another he has taken possession of—waiting 
wisely when haste would make waste, and 
at last he has secured possession of the vast 
systems which he will now compact into one. 

The effect of its operations on the south 
must be tremendous and far reaching. Wheth- 
er wisely or unwisely, the tendengy of the day 
in everything is to consolidation. The rail- 
road systems of the north, east and west have 
gone through just the process of competition, 
over building, liquidation, and finally, consoli- 
dation. 

Under Mr. Inman’s lead the systems of the 
south have followed. It is fortunate for the 
South that these interests are under practical 
direction of a man so conservative, so safe, so 
capable, and so broad minded as Mr. Inman. 
While a community of interests will prevent 
competition, he understands that the public 
must be served at the lowest possible rate, and 
Without discriminatién. While the same 
cause may prevent the building of parallel 
roads where the business does not justify it, he 
understands that the railroads must keep pace 
‘With the growth of- the country, and furnish 
enough tracks and equipment to carry its busi- 
ness with dispatch. 

As for Atlanta, she has nothing to ‘lose but 
(much to gain by this consolidation. She be- 
i ase the geographical and inevitable center 


éeo Yast cystoms of road, ‘hich must be 
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operated from within her gates. There is the 
Richmond and Danville to the east, the East 
Tennessee to the west, and the GeorgiaCentral 
System to the south. Every road centers in 
Atlanta; every systein touches here and no- 
where else do they center. The first thing that 
is needed isa grand union depot commensu- 
rate with the needs of Atlanta, and that will 
remove or do away with the immense railroad 
traffic now passed over her public streets. 

The effect in Savannah must.be a happy 
one. This combination will result in the East 
Tennessee pouring into that city, and to the 
steamers there awaiting, alarge volume of its 
traffic. It is likely that Brunswick will feel 
the beneficial effects of this alliance, and that 
Steamers will be provided to carry from its 
port the business that has heretofore not been 
fully provided for. The effect on the south 
must be, if these systems are administered in 
the wisdom we believe to be guaranteed by the 
character of the men in control, beneficial in 
even a higher degree than on any local point. 
These men understand perfectly that the fu- 
ture Of the railroads they control depends on 
the foster and encouragement offered southern 
enterprise. They know that to enable the 
roads to earn their fixed charges and make div- 
idends on the immense volume. of stock, the 
present volume of business forthe south must 
be doubled and quadrupled, and that this can 
be brought about more swiftly by the railroads 
than by any other agency. : 

How the Deal Was Effected. 

New Yorxk, October 22.—[Special.]—Late 
this afternoon several railroad magnates dis- 
persed from No. 2 Wall street, where they had 
been attending an extraordinarily important 
directors’ meeting of the Richmond and West 
Point Terminal company. They all looked 
happy, as if they had just come triumphantly 
through the complications of a financial deal 
of unusual magnitude. Andso they had, for 
at that meeting they closed the bargain for the 
entire capital stock of the Georgia company, 
amounting at its par value to $12,000,000. This 
Georgia company’s stock is predicated upon a 
majority of the capital stock of the Central 
Railroad and Banking company of Georgia, 
the most prosperous and one of the largest rail- 
road systemsin the south. Hence, by the 
purchase which the Terminal company made 
this afternoon it acquired absolute and perpet- 
ual control of the great Georgia Central, and 
thereby increased the, mileage of its own al- 
ready extensive system from five to eight 
thousand miles. 

This big trade has been pending for a long 


‘time, but a lack of harmony in the syndicate 


owning the Georgia company stock has here- 
tofore prevented anything like agreememt on a 
price at which all parties would sell. For the 
last six’ months the Georgia company has been 
divided into 
TWO IRRECONCILABLE FACTIONS, 

composed respectively of what might be called 
the Belmont-Lehman-Rice-Hollins crowd ver- 
sus the Inman-Calhoun-Swann-Hartridge par- 
ty. The forimer contingent owned nearly two- 
thirds of the Georgia company stock and have, 
therefore, all along felt themselves to be mas- 
ters of the situation. The trade of today, 
however, proves that they have been outgen- 
eraled, and despite the advantage they had, 
John H. Inman’s masterhand has been plainly 
seen throughout the conduct of the mammoth 
negotiation. 

About a week ago he succeeded in securing 
from all the Georgia company stockholdors an 
option on their stock at $35 per share. This 
option he transferred to the Terminal compa- 
ny, which gave the directors of that corpora- 
tion until 3 o’clock today to decide whether 
or not they would make the purchase. 

MR. INMAN NOT AT THE MEETING,

Although the president of the Terminal’ 


company,{|Mr. Inman declined to be present 
at the directors’ meeting today, stating that as 
he was -interested in the Georgia company, 
which the directors of the Terminal company 
were to decide whether or not they would buy, 
he preferred not to participate in the meeting.

as president of the Terminal company, for the 


same reason, but the directors would not hear:

John C. Calhoun and James Swann, direc- 
tors in the Terminal company, and intefested 
inthe Georgia company, likewise abseuted 
themselves from the Terminal meeting today, 
on the same ground as was given by Mr. In- 
man for his absence, <All the other Terniinal 
directors were prosent, and voted unanimoualy 
TO PURCHASE THE GEORGIA COMPANY’S STOCK 
at the price named, and the bargain was 
sealed. 

The details of the negotiation during the 
last week have been intrusted mainly to Presi- 
dent Samuel Thomas, of the Kast Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia; President George §. 
Scott, of the Richmond and Danville; Hon. 
W.S. Chisholm, of the Plant Investment 
company, and Edward Lauterbach, of Lauter- 
bach, Hoadley & Johnson, (the attorneys of 
the Richmond Terminal company,) all of 
whom are directors of the Terminal. 

The accomplishment of this deal is an exact 
fulfillment of my prediction to you nearly ten 
months ago. I telegraphed you then that the 
formation of the Georgia company, with a 
majority of the capital stock of the Central 
Railroad of Georgia as the basis of its capitali- 
zation, was only aningenious method of block- 
ing a controlling interest of the Georgia Cen- 
tral so that it might ultimately be sold to the 


Terminal. 

It is done, and undeniably is the biggest 
thing that has happened in southern railroad 
affairs. It points unmistakably to a further 


consolidation, which is destined to go on until , 


all the systems that are in any sense natural 
allies shall have been practicaliy amalgama- 
ted, and{ 

PUT UNDER ONE GENERAL MANAGEMENT. 

To the development ofthis gigantic plan no 
man has contributed more during the past few 
months than}]Pat Calhoun. He is entitled to 
the credit of haying literally conceived the 
idea of bringing the Richmond Terminal and 
the Georgia Central together. He was the 
original mover in forming the syndicate that 
bought control of the Georgia Centra), two 
years ago, and made the memorable campaign 
which resulted in General E Alexan- 
der’s election tothe presidency. From that 
day to this he has been untiringin the prose- 
cution of his original purpose and has made 
each step towards*that end in the light of wis- 
dom and with the courage of unalterable con- 
viction. 

He has won for himself distinguished recog- 
nition among Wall street’s brainiest leaders 
and held his own in the very midst of them. 
In working out his plans he has evinced the 
most intrepid nerve as well as heroic patience, 
and has shown a far-sightedness akin to genius.

What they are was not made 
public. A gentleman who is closely identified with 
the deal said tonight that the pur¢hase was made in 
theinterest of Atlauta, Savannah and the south, 
and that it insured for Savannah a population of 
150,000 in a fewyeara. 

This same authority is reported as saying that the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and ticorgia will now 
come into Savannah from Eastman, through which 
town the Centralis now building from Eden to 
Americus, 

John Inman will now be at the head of over 8,000 
miles of road. 

There is perfect satisfaction felt by the Inman 
party with General Alexander's ad ministration, and 
it will be cc mtinued. ° 

A committee was appointed today, of which Hall, 
a Terminal director, is chairman, to close the pur- 
chase, and the money wili be paid tomorrow.

The News in Augusta. 

Avausta, Ga., October 22.—[Special.]—The 
news of the scoop of the Central railroad was 
received with surprise heré tonight by the 
people generally. Mr. John Jay Cohen, a 
prominent broker, said, however, that the sale 
was simply a question of: time, and was no 
ground for surprise ; that there had been efforts 
to buy a controlling interest in the road before 
and it was reasonable enough to suppose the 
Georgia company would seil where they got 
their price, which they seem'to have done. He 
said the controlling interest in the stock 
had been bought by the Georgia company 
eat a price ranging from: $125 to $150 
a share, and it was safe to suppose they had 
made a handsome profit, say from $160 to $175 
ashare. He did not apprehend any change in 
the management or policy of the road that 
would be ininimical to Georgia and this sec- 
tion, but thought there would be a disposition 
on the partof southern holders of the stock to 
sell. He didn’t think there would be any 
rush on the market or depreciation of the 
stock in the effort to sell, but simply that the 
people down here would feel that the road is 
in the hands of strangers and as they have a 
majority of the stock there would be a dispo- 
sition to let them have it ali at afair price. 
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A JEW FOR CONGRESS. 


The First One of That. Race Ever Nominated 
in New York. 

New York, October 22.—{Special.]—For the 
first time a Jew has been nominated to con- 
gress in this city. His’ name is Julius 
Schwartz, and he is not an Israelite by birth, 
but an orthodox Jew by religion. A good pro- 
portion of the Israelites af New York have 
departed from the religion of their fathers and 
become free thinkers. Many thousands of the 
others are so relaxed in the observances of 
their faith as to eat pork, work on Saturdays 
and mingle socially with Christians. Schwartz 
is not that sort of a Jew. He shuts his 
tobacco factory on Saturday and opens 
iton Sundays He is a trustee in the congre- 
gation Beth Isracl Bikur Cholim, whichis con- 
posed of Polish Jews, who are the most or- 
thodox and unprogressive of all Jews. He is 
a rich man, and backs; on principle, a small 
weekly journal, called Hungaria, and devoted 
to orthodoxy in Judaism. The prejudice 
against Jews has hitherto prevented party 
managers from ever putting a Jew forward as 
a candidate for oflice in this metropolis. But 
Mr. Schwartz has nevertheless. been regularly 
nominated by the republicans of the eighth 
district, in Which the party manager is no less 
conspicuous a practical politician than Jobn J. 


There are many thousands of Jews resident 
in that part of the city, bat it has not before 
been thought that they could be pleased in 
this way without giving offense to the more 
than equally numerous ‘German.and Irish 
voters.

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Bills That Are Inopérative—Bills That 
Failed for Lack of Signature. ¢ 

WASHINGTON, October 22.—Several bills 
passed at the last session of congress and ap- 
proved by the president are nevertheless in- 
operative, because no appropriations were 
made to carry them into éffect. Among them 
are the acts authorizing the establishment of 
a light off Pamlico Point; N. C.; providing for 
the construction of a toad on Hay island, 
N. © 


Among the bills which failed to become 
laws for the want of_the ' president’s signature 
is the act granting the right of way to the 
Pensacola and Memphis railroad company over 
and through public lands in the states of 
Florida and Alabama, Mississippi and Tennes- 
see, and over and through the military reserva- 
‘tions near Pensacola. 

Civil Service Commissioner Edgerton will 
not resign. ‘Ile today telegraphed tothe sec- 
retary of the commission from Chicago, con- 
tradicting the published report of his intention 
to resign. 

Acting Secretary Thomson has received a 
telegram from the collector of customs at San 
Francisco asking if Chinese laborers arriving 
from China in transit for either Panama or 
across the territory of the United States to 
Cuba can be landed at San Francisco, and if 
so, how they are to be guarded. 

Secretary Thompson telegraphed today in 
reply that Chinese laborers cannot land on 
United States territory, whether for transit to 
foreign countries or otherwise.

PROHIBITORY LAWS SUSTAINED. 


The Supreme Court of the United States on 
an Iowa Appeal. 

WASHINGTON, October 22.—The supreme 
court today sustained the constitutionality of 
the prohibition law of Iowa. The point at 
issue was the right to manufacture intoxicating 
liquors solely for exportation to other states, 
despite the state law, and it was pleaded that 
the prohibitory feature, in so far as the manu- 
facture for exportation is concerned, was in 
confiict with the constitutional provision giv- 
ing congress the sole right to regulate inter- 
state commerce, The case is that of J. 5S. 
Kidd, distiller, plaintiff in error, vs. I. E. 
Pearson and 8. J. Loughras, . 

The court holds that the state law prohibit- 
ing both the manufacture and sale, except for 
mechanieal, medicinal, culinary and sacra- 
mental purposes, is not in conflict with the 
interstate eommerce provisions of the consti- 
tution, and the decision 6f the Iowa court is 
sustained. Qpinion by Justice Lamar. 
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SNOW IN MINNESOTA. 
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The Heaviest at This Season For Six Years. 


MINNEAPOLIS, October 22.—There was a 
heavy snow storm in northern Minnesota yes- 
terday, and the beautiful snow lies deeper in 
that section than at any time before at this 
season for six years. At Tower the snow is 
thirteen inches deep, and in the woods back of 
Eli it lies twelve inches on level. There was 
no wind, and consequently no drifting. Some 
snow fell in central Minnesota and northern 
Dakota Saturday, but it melted almost as soon 
as it fell. It snowed all yesterday at Fargo, 
but reports from there say there is little on the 
ground. There was no snow here. In north- 
orn Iowa there were slight flurries of snow, 
but at no pointisthe d@pth reported more 
than two inches deep, and that ts melting.

HIS ATTACK ON THE MILLS BILL 


Charging That the Tariff Was Kept Up 
Wherever It Benefitted Demo- 
cratic Interests to Do so.

Burrato, N. Y., October 22.—At the repub- 
lican meeting held at the rink this evening, 
Mr. Blaine said: 

One of the most frequently repeated arguments of 
the democrats in favor of what they term ‘‘tariff re- 
form,’’ is the necessity for the admission of all raw 
materials freeofduty. They leave it to be inferred 
that the Milis bill attains that end, and their failure 
to explain all of the provisions of that bill 
amounts to a suppression of the truth. 
let me ask some democtatic speaker or 
some democratic journalists to publish how far and 
for what reason raw materials arc admitted free by 
the Mills bill, and in the meantime I will contribute 
a few facts to the discussion. IfI mistake not the 
Milis bill combines the most disereditable features 
of legislation ever attempted ina tariff measure— 
discreditable alike by commission and by acts of 
Omission. Let us take raw material in detail. 

Mr. Blaine enumerated several articles which had 
been on the free listin the original design of the 
bill, and which had restored the duty on them. 
Coal was originally on the free list, but the demo- 
cratic ways and means committee were plainly told 
that ifthey took a step they would endanger the 
supremacy of their party in Old Virginia, in West 
Virginia, and in Maryland, and therefore the pro- 
ject of making coal free was abandoned. 

ron ore is one of the raw materials 
about which we heard much at the beginning of 
the recent session of congress. It was proclaimed 
On all bands by the democi@'s that iron ore must 
be tree, for irom ore lies @t the base of all forms of 
iron, and its price must be lowered. But it was 
found that Barnum, of Conneeticut, chairman of 
the democratic national committee, was the owner 
of one of the largest mines of iron ore in the 
Lake Superior region, and tha the chairman of the 
democratic executive commiti¢e, Mr. Brice, with 
his political associates, owned and controlled a 
road which derived large sums from the trausporta- 
tion ofthisore.

When 
the demoerats of the ways and means comumittce 
came to raw wool, they found no representative 
democrat pecuniarialy interested in it. The wool 
interest is divided and sub-divided among the farm- 
ers of the country, some having five or ten sheep, 
some from fifty to one hundred, the ereat mass own- 
ing under two hundred, few having as many as five 
hundred, still fewer a thousund, and still fewer 
yet owning large floeks or immense 
ranches. The entire clip is worth one hundred 
miliion dollarseyery year, and subdivided as it is, 
that vast sum reaches six or seven hundred thou- 
sand families in the land. No democrats there to 
protect, no democratic votes trembling in the bal- 
ance there. Wool concerns only the farmers away 
off in the country, men engaged in honest in- 
dustry, not packing caucuses nor controlling 
conventions; men who were net of any particular 
set to the democratic party; men, & vast mass of 
whom were lodated in the republican states, and, 
therefore, not especially deserving of the consider- 
ation of the democratic congtfess, so wool went on 
the free list, and was held there against all protests, 
notwithstanding the injury thereby inflictedon a 
large number of families throughout the entire 
country. 

Never, Mr. Chairman, never before in this country 
have such scandalous revenges been attempted in 
legislation. It stamps the Mills bill from beginning 
to end as a measure full of personal benefit and per- 
sonal wrong. The last place in the world, in which 
naturally you would suspect petty revenges, the un- 
worthy spites au gTOSs favoritisms, 
would be a bill raising the revenue for the support 
of the government, but the democratic ways and 
means committee have achieved that desired end, 
and but for the republican senate they would have 
embodied all these monstrosities in law,

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THEY WANTED HIDES AND HORNS, 
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But the Cowboys Treated Them to a Dose of 
Hemp. 


CuHtvennr, Wyo., October 22.—A cowboy 
from the Snake river country brings news of 
the lynching of F. W. Adams and companion, 
known in these parts as ‘““Dutchy,” two hunt- 
érs, who maliciously burned the house ofa 
ranchman a few miles north of Snake. The 
pair started out with horses and Winchesters 
to kill elk and deer. They found game fn 
abundance, and began a wholesale slaughter of 
the animals. They were not hunting: for yven- 
sion, but for hides and horns. 

Tom Johnson, a ranchman, met them Thu rs 
day and remonstrated with them. He said 
they were violating the game laws of the terri- 
tory, and he threatened to have them arrested 
if they did not cease the useless slaughter. 
This threat enraged Adams, and that night, 
accompanied by his party, he rode down to 
Johnson’s ranch and sét fire to his house. He 
did not attempt to avoid detection, and instead 
of riding away, he hovered around the burn- 
ing building until Johnson came out, carrying 
his wife and little girlin hisarms. Adams 
rode overto the rachman witha cocked re- 
qolver in either hand, and smilingly told him 
that he was going to kill all the elk in Corbin 
county; ‘‘and,’’ he added, “if you interfere 
with me again I'll kill you too.”’ 

A short time afterward, Adams rode away 
accompanied by his partner, and then Johnson 
leaving his wife and child in the barn, set out 
for a little settlementon Snake to alarm his 
friends. He reached the settlement about 
daylight and within an hour he had gathered a 
force of forty men. The pursuers rode until 
noon, when they caine upon a little dinner 
camp, of which hunters were the only occu- 
pants. The two hunters were made prisoners, 
and after being tied securely to their own* 
horses, were started back to the settlement, 
where they were confined in an adobe hut. 
That night a hundred men took them out and 
hung them tothe limb of a. tree. When the 
cow boys who brought the news left Snake the 
bodies were still swinging in the air.

The super- 
visors for the city wards will receive pay for 
five days. while the county district supervisors 
are allowed no pay by law. The law-provides 
that in the absense of a deputy United States 
marshal that the different inspectors shall 
have the authority to arrest any person violat- 
ing the election law.

FULLER'S FIRST OPINION. 


The New Chief Justice Delivers His Maiden 
Opinion. 

Wasuineton, October 22.—Chief Justice 
Fuller today delivered his first opinion in the 
supreme court of the United States. The-case 
was that of the Western Union telegraph com- 
pany, plaintiff in error, vs. the commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, brought here on an aypees 
from the supreme court of the state of Penn- 
sylvania. The commonwealth levied a tax 
on all telegrams passing over the 
company’s lines within the state, this tax 
being regarded as a fact, much busineess 
was not confined wholly to the state, but was 
sent to points in other states.

REMARKS OF THE ATTORNEY GENERAL

A discussion then ensued upon the length of 
time the court should sit weekly. Counsel for 
both sides eoncurred ji proposal to hold ses- 
sions upon four days Sf each week, but the 
court decided to meet every week day except 
Saturday, and asked counsel to expedite the 
proceedings. : 

Attorney General Webster opened the case 
for the Times. He promised to give the court — 
the fullest information in the Times's power 
regarding she source of evidence against the 
Irish party, which the Times bad published. 
He would not treat the case as having ‘any- 
thing to do with the merits or demorits of 
home rule, or of any supposed burning Irish 
question. The inquiry was strictly into the 
specific charge made in the O’Donnell action 
against the Times, and he would be carefal te 
introduce questions beyond the charges of the 
attorney general. Heo then proceeded to re- 
view the Times’s articles on “Parnellism and 
crime,’’ going over the old ground. 

The court room was well filled, but was 
not overcrowded. JPerfect order prevailed. 
The general public was not admitted. Mr. 
Parnell and numerous other nationalist meme. 
bers of parliament were present. 

It would be shown, said Mr. Webster, that 
many of the men mentioned in the Times’ par- 
ticulars had personally taken part in crimeg 
of the worst kind, while, with scarcely any 
exception, the persons mentioned had never 
denounced outrages or crimes. Owing to the 
failure of officers of the national league te 
—— with the commission's order regardin 
the discovery of the bank books, the Times 
counsel had been unable to shane their case ag 
they had expected to. Still, even without the 
bank books, they would prove that money had > 
been paid by the league to men appointed for 
the actual commission of acts of violence and 
crimes.

Argue as we may, there are 
a few facts that cannot be covered up oF 
concealed. If the republicans are syccess- 
ful its means the breaking up of the demo- 
cratic party in the country. The defeat of 
the party means the defeat of the policy 
which it has put forward as the issuc of the 


campaign—the issue of tariff reform and 
revision. 

Such a defeat would be disastrous to the 
country, but it would not specially affect 
the south. It would give the Bill Chand- 
lers of the republican party an opportunity 


to make themselves prominent, but the 


autonomy of the south would be main- 
tained. The south would remain solidly 
democratic, cven-though the rest of the 
country declared for republicanism. This 
position of the south is not the result of 
sectionalism, but is the result of a condition 
of affairs that promises to be a permanent 
factor in politics. 

We allude, as our readers must know, to 
the race problem. At the north, this prob- 
lem has no sort of relation to either the 
political or social status of any community, 
so that any voter can turn from one party to 
the other as gayly as a bee flits from flower 
to flower. Butit is not so in the south. 
Here we are confronted witha condition in- 
stead of a theory, and the white people are 
compelled to present a solid fromt at the 
polls. 

It may be, as the correspondents of the 
New York Herald have been predicting, 
that Mr. Cleveland will lose New York, or 
it may be that the correspondents are badly 
mistaken, but in any event the white people 
of the south will have tostand together now 
and hereafter. 

We observe that the Herald predicts the 
election of the democratic ticket, in spite of 
the views of its correspondents, This pre- 
diction accords with our-own views. We 
cannot understand how any patriotic-Ameri- 
can, with an eye to the future, can vote for 
the Blaine pariy. Itisthe party of trusts 
and monopolies; it isthe party of the aristo- 
crats and millionaires, 

At the same time, if tle north should de- 
cide to vote to keep that party in power, it 
ought to be put on notice that it is voting 
in favor of sectionalism, 
take care of itself.

The National Prohibition Vote. 

The prohibition vote may astonish the 
country when the réturns of the presi- 
‘dential election are in, by an exhibition of 
remarkable strength; or, on the other hand, 
there is a possibility that a combination of 
eircumstances may reduce this vote below 
its strength of i884, when Governor St. John 
received 25,000 votes in New York, and 22. 
000 in Michigan, the former of which caused 
the defeat of Mr. Blaine. 

The part the third party will play in the 
election is now an unknown quantity, but 
it will be interesting to know that Professor 
Dickie, chairman of the national prohibi- 
tion committee, sets the prohibibition vote 
in Michigan at 40,000, and in New York at 
55,000, which Governor St. John raises to 
60,000, 

If Professor Dickie’s estimate as to Mich- 
fgan comes anywhere near being sustained, 
the democrats can almost with certainty 
count on that state, which cave Mr. Blaine

We notice a disposition, on the part of 
some of our esteemed contemporaries, to 
criticise the democratic majority in the 
lower house of congress for voting to ad- 
journ, and also to criticise the democratic 
senators, or those of them that were left, 
for making the proposition. For instance, 
the Chicago Herald says: 

“There was little exeuse for Governor Brown to 
come to the aid of the high taxers. Heshould have 
let them sweat. They have flouted the public and 
the public interest, Why a democrat should allow 
them to adjourn, with a majority of them voting 
against adjournment, passes common wit.” 


The Herald is on the wrong track, for in- 
stead of deserving censure the democrats, 
who brought about the adjournment of the 
gutrageously long session, should receive 
the praise of the people of the whole coun- 
try, democrats and republicans alike.

“ CANNED GOODS.” 


AN INTERESTING INTERVIEW ON 
THIS IMPORTANT THEME. 


Hoyt and Thorn Take Up the Cudgel and 
Have a Few Words of Interest to All 
About Their Many Specialties. 


Speaking of the editorial in Tax ConsTITU- 
TION of the 20th on “Canned Death,” Mr. 
Charley Thorn, of the firm of Hoyt & Thorn, 
said yesterday : 

“That editorial is calculated to injure an 
important branch of business arfd were it true, 
in to to, would crush out of existence one of 
the greatest industries in the country-and scat- 
ter to the winds a new and growing enterprise 
of the southern states.” 

‘How so?” 

“Well, Ido not propose to onter into a 
lengthy discussion of the subject,but when you 
say it cannot be denied that one direct cause of 
death is the consumption of canned 
goods, speaking for our firm, I join issue, and 
shall try in my humble way, to present a few 
facts concerning canned goods.’ 

‘‘Well, go on—the ConstItuTION will be 
glad to print your views.”’ 3 

‘lor the benefit of those who have not read 
it, a portion of the editorial is reproduced. . I 
will not touch upon the lengthy citation of 
Professor ‘Towry, but it is elear that the pro- 
fessor spoke of the business as carried on in its 
infancy, and not of the present system. 

“CANNED DEATH.” 

Mysterious and sudden deaths for years past have 
been on the increase in this country. Various ex- 
planations have been suggested, and it is generally 
believed that aduiterated food has much todo with 
the mortality problem. Itcannot be denied that 
one direct cause of death is the consumption of 
canned goods. 

We produce every year 502,(00,000 cans of all sorts 
of food articles, and consume most of them at 
home. 


“It is conceded that the paragraph pertaine 
ing to death from adulterated food, is correct, 
and that the ‘shoddies,’ in cereals and gen- 
eral groceries, have much to do with sudden 
deaths; but, it is an error to state that canned 
goods in themselves are poisonous.” 

Mr. Thorn continued: 

“Wehave two reasons for answering this 
attack upon the canned goods industry of the 
country: 

Ist. Because we are members of the national

ens.” Mr, Thorn went on: 

“We could go further than this and produce 

evidence that the system, as now practiced by 
neariy all our best c@ying establishments, 
is perfect, and that few cases of poisoning by 
canned goods ever stood the scrutiny of impar- 
tial testimony, or analysis by any of our scien- 
tific doctors. 
_ ‘Hundreds of cases have been examined 
Into where it had been pronounced ‘canned 
£0eds poison,’ and the direct causes of sudden 
sickness were traceable to other potent circum- 
stances, 

‘The packing of all kinds of fruits and vege- 
tables is an important factor in our commerce, 
and one which such editorials as the one pub- 
lished in your {paper of yesterday does great 
danger to, besides creating and establishing 
fear in the minds of thousands of customers 
and injuring also the business of our two hun- 
dreo grocers in our own city 

_*There is,” said Dr. Cyrus Edson, of the 
New York board of health, ‘‘no more whole- 
some food than canned goods properly put 
up. 


A DARING FEAT. 


A Moonshiner’s High Walk on the Coping of 
the Customhouse. 


Dock CockBurn, a moonshiner from Murray 
county, escaped from the customhouse yes- 
terday at the peril of his life. 

About three o'clock he was sittin 
little prisoner’s room on the third 
group of moonshiners, 

The door was locked. 

All at once Cockburn sprang to his feet and 
went. to a small window which  over- 
looks Marietta street at % height 
of one hundred feet. 

He raised the sash, and, stepping out on the 
granite coping. which is hardly six inches 
wide, and straizhtening himself against the 
side of the building, with his face to the wall, 
moved slowly along the perilous path. 

The slightest misstep would have hurled 
him from his dizzy height to the flagstones be 
low—a mangled mass! 

The coping extends to the balcony—a dis- 
tance of about ten feet. 

He made the trip in safety, and, raising his 
left leg with the greatest care, stepped over 
the stone railing of the balcony, walked into 
the hali, down the stairway and got away. 

The court was in session at*the time, but 
Cockburn was not missed until an officer hap- 
pened to look into the little room to see if the 
prisoners were all right.

In the American Grocer of August 29th, 
1888, under the heading, ‘‘The Doctor in the 
Kitchen,’ by Francis B. Thurber, in medical 
classics, speaking of the necessity of this in- 
dustry, says: 

‘In addition to all this supply of fresh, or, 
more correctly, unpreserved iruits and vegeta- 
bles, @ great industry has sprung up in pre- 
served goods, thus furnishing a much needed 
supply of anti-scorbutic food at all seasons of 
the year; and so perfectly and cheaply is this 
accomplished that even the poorest compensa- 
ted laborers are now ablo to indulge in what, a 
few years ago, were considered luxuries within 
the reach only of the wealthy. 

“Tho vital statistics show that the period of 
human life is steadily lengthening, and it is 
not too much to say thatit is largely due to 
this evolution in our food supply, which has 
not only greatly increased the variety uf 
wholesome food, but has cheapened it until it 
has been brought within the reach of the 
masses. 

‘An iflustration of this is found in a tin of 
salmon. Not many years sinco the price of 
salmon in our markets ranged from fifty cents 
to one dollar per pound; now aone pound tin 
of delicious, ready cooked salmon, her- 
metically sealed on the Columbia river, can 
be purchased in any grocer’s shop for twenty- 
five cents; and when we retlect upon the 
saving eifected in there being no waste, no ex- 

wense for fuelin cooking, and being packed 
fresh from the water, (the quality is positively 
superior to the so-called fresh salmon which 
has been exposed for sale for many hours in 
our citv markets) is it any wonder that the con- 
sumption of canned salmon has increasod enor- 
monsly ? 

‘The same thing is true of many fruits and 
vegetables. 

‘Being hermetically sealed while they are 
fresh fromi the vines at the point of supply, 
they are fresher, more wholesome and palata- 
ble than the so-called fresh fruits and vegeta- 
bles exposed for sale for ¢ msiderable periods 
of time, in city and village markets, a fact not 
generally understood or appreciated. 

“Our best packers now insist that these ar- 
ticles shall be picked in the early morning 
while the dew is ow them, and brought to the 
factories in the highest state of perfection, and 
it is safe to say that in all the well ordered fav- 
tories, cleaner and more tidy methods are em- 
ployed in the systematic preparation of canned 
goods, than in the average home kitchen, | 

“A glance at the catalogue of a leading 
house shows 338 varieties and quclities of 
canned fruits and vegetables, fish and meats. 

‘‘As an illustration of the wide expanse of 
territory from which these supplies are drawn, 
we find apricots, grapes and pears from Cali- 
fornia, figs from Louisiana, oranges from Flor- 
ida, pineapples from the Bahama islands, pre- 
served roses from ‘Turkey, tamarinds. quayvas 
from the West Indies, blackverries from North 
Carolina and Virginia, peaches from Mary- 
land and Delaware, aud apples, plums, cher- 
ries, strawberries and pears from New York, 
and blue berries from Maine. 

‘“’\ celebrated explorer has called the tin can 
‘the emblem-of civilization,’ for he found 
empty tins from which the contents had been 
used, on mountain tops, and secluded camping 
grounds whither he had been preceded. 

“Yet, with all the advantages of canned 
goods, some people abstain from their use, be- 
cause they think they are unwhotesonie. 

‘‘No one thinks of eating a decayed potato, 
or spoiled eggs, fish or meats, but some con- 
sumers seem to think that because a thing 1s 
put up in tin, it must be good under all cireum- 
stances, and eat it without the slightest dis- 
crimination. 

“This sometimes results in more or less 
severe attacks of cholera morbus,which in these 
days of sensational press dispatches are usually 
announced as ‘canned goods poisoning.’ 

‘Before the invention of canned goods, chol- 
era morbus was as common as it is now, but it 
was called cholera morbus, and not canned 
goods poisoning. It is beginning to be under- 
stood by the medical profession and the public 
that this type of illness is largely the result of 
the decomposition of organic matter, which, in 
a form of alkaloid 


its earlier stages, develop 
ptomaines ; 


poison, technically known as 
bat such cases. are more cominon 
with spoiled meat, fish, milk, cheese and 
ice cream than from canned goods, and it is 
safe to say that, considering the enormous 
amount of canned goods used, they are more 
wholesome than any similar amount of food 
not canned.” . 
“How about poisoning from canned goods ?”’ 
“Many cases of poisoning that have been 
charged*to canned goods, when investigated 
properly have been proven false and I can 
cite you to several cases of this kind, 
There is no more perfect system of canning 
coods of all kinds thanthe present system 
used under state lawsin the north, and they 
have even gone so far as to ins'st upon the date 
of packing being plaeed on all goods. And 
again we tind such authority as the following: 
‘*As to the process of soldering ?”’ 
‘it is denied that oceasionally poisons are in- 
troduced accidentally in the process of solder- 
ing tin cans used in preserving. Professor Ed- 
ward 8. Weod, M. D., who examined the 
canned vegetables for the Massachusetts state 


board of health, did not report a4 
single case of anything detrimental found in 
Amcrican canned goods, but out of thirty-two 
samples of imported French vegetables report- 
ed twenty-two, showing the presence of copper 
used for coloring purposes; but as regards the 
practice, even such eminent French authori- 
ties as Pasteur sanction it as harmless, al- 
though American packers of vegetables do not 
use itat all.” 

‘Are canned goods healthy ?”’ 

“Canned goods have done more to improve 
the pepular diet,.and furnish a much-needed 
supply of anti-scorbutic food at all seasons of 
the year, than avy other item in the food 
supply. 

“Upon séveral occasions I have visited the 
largest packing houses inthe north, during 
the canning season, and never in my life saw 
a more perfect system of hermetically sealing 
cans and avoiding all contact with either resur 
or the acids usually used in soldering; 
and when it comes to a qubstion of

THE EBDLEMAN CASE 


CALLED IN SUPERIOR COURT BE- 
FORE JUDGE RICHARD CLARK. 


The Panel of Forty-Eight Exhausted and 
One Juryman Selected—The Prisoner in 
the Courtroom— Courthouse Notes. 


The Eddleman case was begun yesterday. 

Oue juryman has been selected—one of the 
twelve into whose hands will be placed the 
issue of life and death. 

Yesterday morning the panel of forty-eight 
jurors was sworn in, and soon afterward Judge 
Marshal] Clarke moved his court to the base- 
ment, and Judge Richard Clark moved into 
the vacated room where the civil business of 
the superior court is usually carried on. 

Mr. Eddleman came in from the prisoner’s 
room a moment later, accompapied by two 
bailiffs. 

The prisoner’s limp is more marked than 
formerly, but otherwise his confinement in 
jail seems to haye produced no particular 
effect. Ile was clean shaved, and wore in the 
courtroom a gray overcoat. He seemed to be 
in good spirits, spoke to several of his acquain- 
tances in the room, and after taking his seat 
beside Colonel Albert Cox, one of his attor- 
nevs, he devoted his attention tothe conduct 
of"ihe case. 

The courtroom was filled, many of the spec- 
tators standing. No ladies were present. 

Solicitor Hill announced ready in the case— 
No. 73, spring term of 1888. 

Colonel Albert Cox stated that both Judge 
Dorsey and Colonel Rube Arnold, for the de- 
fense, were attending to business in the su- 
preme court, but would be through there by 1 
o'clock. 

The prosecution then agreed toadjourn until 
2 o’clock. 

When court was reopened the room was 
crowded again with interested spectators, ju- 
rors Waiting to be sworn and witnesses in the 
case.

Judge Dorsey then announced ready for the 
defense.

They were sworn, and in the order named 
were examined and found disqualified, or ex- 
cused by counsel. Another twelve names 
were called. Some had heard the evidence 
on oath, more were prejudiced, but the twenty- 
four names were passed over and not a juror 
was found. A third twelve and a fourth 
twelve followed in monotonous, regular order. 

The tifth twelve was begun a few minutes 
before 4 o’clock, and just before court ad- 
journed until today one juror was found quali- 
tied and accepted. 

That’s all that was done on the Eddleman 

case yesterday. 

Mr. Eddleman was taken back to jail, the 
court adjourned and the crowd dispersed. 

In the city court, Judge Howard Van Epps 
presiding, the day was taken up with the case 
of Maclim vs. the K. C. M. and B. railroad, 
suit for $10,000 damages, Colonel Tom Glenn, 
Mr. Jack Slaton, and Mr, William Walker, of 
Birmingham, reresent the defense, while Cal- 
houn, King. & Spalding represent the rail- 
road.
